Could Spare $40,000,000. 

Mr. Cortelyou did not intimate the total. 
amount that he stood ready to deposit in the 
banks in the next five weeks or more, but itis 
understood that he will do everything possi- 
ble to meet the stringency of the crop moving 
season. He will use the current customs re- 
ceipts and if necessary will supplement these 
by money from the treasury balance. It has 
been estimated recently that he could deposit 
$40,000,000 in the banks without disturbing 
his working balance. 

The secretary, as indicated in the state- 


large money centers of the east, as has usu- 
ally been the case when the treasury depart- 
ment has come to the assistance of the money 
market. It is understood that Mr. Cortelyou 
has organized in the treasury department a 
bureau which is to keep him informed accu- 
rately on the money market conditions in the 
different parts of the country. 


Permanent Policy Is Aim. 

Relief furnished by Mr. Cortelyou's prede- 
cessors to the stringency in the crop moving 
and dividend paying periods has been in the 
nature of a large lump deposit. Mr. Cortel- 
you has been formulating not a temporary 
but a permanent policy. While the policy of 
Secretary Shaw, for instance, aimed at pe- 
riodic elasticity, Mr. Cortelyou desires, as far 
as commensurate with abundant protection 
for the government’s reserves, easy money 
for business use the year around. 

One of the features about Mr. Cortelyou’s 
new plan for relief is that speculators will 
have no way of knowing exactly how much 
money can be depended upon from treasury 
sources. It is understood that the secretary 
hopes also by making weekly deposits to 
avoid the exporting of gold by European 
bankers. | 

The new policy will bring about a great 
decrease in the moneys received by the 
subtreasury in this city, and its business with 
the banks will be largely diminished. 


Financial Pressure Causes Action. 
Secretary Cortelyou's decision to put his 
plan into effect next week was undoubtedly 
brought about by the occurrences in commer- 
cial circles in the last week or ten days. The 
Pope Manufacturing company, E. C. Hazard 
& Co., and Curtiss, Leggett & Co. of Troy, 
all three well established concerns, were 
forced into the hands of receivers by tight 
money conditions. 

Offerings of time money are extremely lim- 
ited and the rate has been steadily advancing 
recently. Today's rates were 6 per cent for 
thirty days, 6% to 6% for ninety days, 6% to7 
Some loans 
have been made lately as high as 8 per cent 
for six months and 7 per cent for sixty days. 
The stringency is further indicated by the 
fact that one Wall street bank loaned $500,- 
000 to two Western banks a day or two ago. 
This circumstance is extraordinary, as west- 
ern institutions are usually heavy lenders to 
this market at this season of the year.

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TAYLOR TESTS KENTUCKY LURE 


Ex-Governor Offers to Return Un- 
der Certain Guarantees. 


SNEERS AT IMMUNITY TALK. 


Will Stand Trial and Give Powers’ 
Testimony on Agreement Terms. 


Indianapolis, Ind., Aug. 28.—[Special.]— 
Wiliam 8. Taylor, who was governor of Ken- 
tucky at the time of the assassination of 
Gov.-Elect William Goebel seven years ago, 
offers to return to Kentucky as a witness in 
the Powers case if given certain guarantees. 

Political feeling ran so high in Kentucky 

after Goebel’s murder that Taylor, who was 
u republican, sought refuge in Indiana im- 
mediately after his term of office expired. 
He was accused of having part in the con- 
spiracy to murder Goebel and indicted. Suc- 
cessively the republican governors of Indi- 
ana have always r2fused to grant requisition 
warrants which the democratic authorities 
made upon them for his arrest. 


Powers Life in Balance. 
Caleb Powers, who was secretary of state 
of Kentucky at the time, has been tried and 
sentenced to be hanged for the murder of 
Goebel. Each time the higher courts have 
granted him a new trial. He is soon to be 
placed on trial a fourth time. Taylor's pres- 
ence is wanted asa witness. It was to secure 
his attendance that the Kentucky authorities 
recently offered him immunity from arrest. 
Tonight Taylor replied in a signed state- 
ment, which he says is the first public state- 
ment He has made since leaving his native 
state. He says: 
„For more than seven years I have borne in 
silence the slanders and persecutions of those 
who robbed me of what heaven knows was 
my own, and who, to conceal that crime 
against liberty, and for no other reason, in- 
dicted and drove me into exile. I trust an 
indulgent public will permit me now to break 
that silence. 

Sees Trap in Immunity Promise. 
“Commonwealth Attorney Robert B. 
Franklin knows that I have fully testified 
in the Powers. cage, by deposition. This 
testimony is a part of the record of the case 
and is accessible to him at all times. He 
knows, too, that he had a right to cross 
examine me at the time I gave it, and did 
not do so. He knows that neither 
he nor any other officer or com- 
bination of officers in Kentucky has 
the legal power to grant immunity, and 
that were I to return under such promise 
of immunity I would at once be arrested, 
denied bail, and, like Mr. Powers, be sub- 
jected to nothing leas than a mock trial by a 
partisan court, before a packed partisan jury, 
and with a $100,000 corruption fund as a 
powerful inventive to conviction. The law is 
clear that Mr. Franklin, or any other officer, 
has no power to promise immunity. 

„But, Inasmuch as Mr. Franklin abounds 
in propositions and promises, and seems 
enamored of the idea that he tan do things, 
I will say this: If he will, in some way, pro- 
vide an absolute guaranty—not merely a 
promise—a guaranty that will inspire con- 


may not be violated, though the letter be 
observed—that I will be given a fair and Im- 
partial trial, I will gladly return to Ken- 
tucky and submit to trial. 


Would End Corruption Fund. 

_ “In other words, if Mr. Franklin will cause 
what remains of the $100,000 corruption fund 
to be returned to the treasury of Kentucky, 
no part of it to be used in these prosecutions, 
thus putting my case on the same footing as 
other criminal cases; wil 1 that all 
trial juries in my case shall be composed of 
Aix upright democrats and a like number of 
upright republicans; will guarantee that bail 
will be granted me within the limits of $100,- 
000; will dismiss the indictments against all 
parties used as prosecuting witnesses except 
myself, leaving them free to testify without 
fear, coercion, or restraint; and, last, but by 
no means least, will in advance, by mutual 
agreement, select an-able, upright, and im- 
partial judge to try my case, I will, without 
any promise of. immunity, voluntarily and 
gladly, return to Kentucky, not only to tes- 
tify in the Powers case but to submit myself 
to trial before a jury of my native state.“

EFFORT AT SECRECY FAILS. 


Conferees at Oyster Bay Reluctant in 
Discussing Subject. 


Oyster Bay, N. T., Aug. 23.—[Special.]—The 
Atlantic battleship fleet will start for the Pa- 
cifle next December, according to an official 
statement issued tonight by Secretary Loeb 
at the direction of President Roosevelt. The 
statement was made following a conferénce 
this afternoon between the president and rep- 
resentatives of the navy department. It 
follows: 

A conference this afternoon between 
President Rodsevelt, Assistant Secretary of 
the Navy Newberry, Rear Admiral Brown- 
son, chief of the bureau of navigation, and 
Rear Admiral Evans, commander of the At- 
lantic fleet, 
details in connection with the fleet’s going, 
to the Pacific. 

Sixteen Battleships Going. 

“The fleet will consist of sixteen battle- 
ships, and will start some time in December, 
going through the straits of Magellan and 
up to San Francisco, and probably will visit 
Puget sound. 

“The destroyer flotilla will leave for the 
Pacific about the same time as the fleet, but 
will not accompany it.“ 

The officials who attended the conference 
refused to tell the object of their visit on 
their arrival here. Secretary Newberry and 
Rear Admiral Brownson came early and 
went at once to Sagamore hill. They would 
not be interviewed. Admiral Evans got in 
later. When he got notification to join the 
conference he was fifty miles off the Chesa- 
peake Capes, on his flagship, the Connecticut,

Alton’s Immunity a Factor. 

The most important contingency on which 
ratification of the contract rests is the de- 
cision of the government in the Alton im- 
munity matter. Naturally enough, the Clover 
Leaf people do not care to buy into a law- 
suit, especially when the lawsuit offers a 
chance of a fine equal to the $29,240,000 im- 
posed upon the Standard Oil company for 
taking rebates from the Alton.

LED PURSUERS LONG RACE. 


Large Rewards Offered for One; Vil- 
larial a Leading Spirit. 


Los Angeles, Call, Aug. 23.— [Special. -A 
plot to assassinate President Diaz has been 
frustrated here. It is claimed that the move- 
ment was headed by Antonio I. Villarial, 
formerly of St. Louis, who has led a large 
Mexican revolutionary junta.

When finally arrested in an ob- 
ecure part of the city today their cries for 
assistance’ drew a crowd of several hundred 
people, who followed the carriage in which 
the four prisoners were being taken to the 
siation.e The arrests were made by Thomas 
Furlong. head of a private detective agency 
in St. Louis, where La Junta for a time was 
established, and where a proclamation calling 
for the overthrow of the Mexican government 
was issued.

prisonment for five years. 

The police quietly. suppressed several in- 
surrectionary flags in a political parade held 
esterday. They have required merchants 
to withdraw from sale insurrection buttons 
and cap devices and have confiscated a few 
Katipunan transparencies. 

The collector of custome refused entry toa 
consignment of English cotton textiles which 
bore Katipunan labels. Thereupon the im- 
porters removed the objectionable labels. 


League Presents Apology. 


The Nationalistic league presented to the 


chairman of the American massmeeting 
Galled to protest against Filipino insults to 
the stars and stripes a spe®ies of apology, 
alleging that the insults to the American flag 
were unintentional.. The chairman has for- 
warded the document to Governor General 
Smith. No disturbances are anticipated.

St. Paul Railway Accepts Ordi- 
nance for Trolleyizing Line. 


WORK TO BEGIN AT ONCE. 
Trains to Be Running from Suburb to 
Loop in Ninety Days. 


“Chicago to Evanston via the Northwest- 
ern L and the St. Paul road in ninety days 
is the announcément made last night by E. 
W. McKenna, second vice president of the 
St. Paul, who returned during the day from 
New York, where the ordinance recently 
passed by the city council of Chicago per- 
mitting the trolleyizing of the St. Paul from 
Wilson avenue to the city limits was ac- 
cepted by the executive committee of the 
company. The acknowledgment was filed 
with the city of Chicago late yesterday 
afternoon, 

“The agreement between the St. Paul and 
the Northwestern L for a through line 
between the loop and Evanston via Wilson 
avenue has been in existence for some 
years,’’ said Mr: McKenna last night. 

All that was needed to get to work was 
a satisfactory ordinance and that we now 
have. There is nothing to stop the work and 
the trolleyizing of the St. Paul from Wilson 
avenue to Evanston will begin at once and 
under ordinary conditions should be com- 
pleted in three months.” 


Fare from Evanston 10 Cents. 

The fare via the new route will be 5 cents 
between the city limits and the loop and 
10 cents between Evanstonandtheloop. The 
division of revenue under the agreement will 
be 50 per cent to each company. 

It is the intention to establish express 
service, making the distance from the Davis 
sireet depot,-Evanston, to the center of the 
loop in forty-three minutes. It la not prob- 
able that this service will be established at 
once for the entire distance, though all trains 
will run express from Wilson avenue. In 
order to augment the service it will be neces- 
sary to lay a third track and relay the pres- 
ent tracks, so as to establish “ island sta- 
tions at express stops. 


Cost of Change $1,000,000, 

The cost of making the changes and buying 
equipment is estimated at $1,000,000. The 
Northwestern L will furnish the additional 
equipment and the cost of trolleyizing will 
be borne by both companies. At Wilsonave- 
nue it will be necessary to construct a new 
four track incline, which will cost about 
$90,000. The drawings and working plans 
are all ready. 

Mason B. Starring of the Northwestern L, 
who went to New York to attend the meeting 
of the St. Pdul road executive committee, 
had not returned yesterday, but it is ex- 
pected work will commence as soon as he 
reaches Chicago.

It's Tainted Money,“ 15 Cry, 
and 85,000 Contribution 
May Be Returned. 


PUBLICMEETINGPLANNXED 


Telegraphers’ President Thinks 
Public Needs to Be Enlight- 
ened by Union. 


The $5,000. contribution which Tammany 
Hall made to the telegraphers’ strike fund in 
New York yesterday may be returned as the 
result of opposition to the acceptance of the 
money which developed at the strikers’ mass- 
meeting, at Brand's h in the afternoon. 
Speakers declared the money was tainted 
and urged the union leaders not to touch it. 

The news that Charles F. Murphy, leader of 
Tammany Hall, had sent $1,000 to the union 
officials and was ready to give 34,000 more 
was the most cheering information that 
reached the local leaders during the day. 
They were not prepared for the sentiment 
that flashed up in the massmeeting. In the 
evening there was considerable discussion as 
to returning the money at once. | 


„Mother“ Jones Leads Opposition. 

“Mother” Jones, the well known labor 
agitator, was the most bitter in her attack 
on the Tammany contribution. 

„Let Tammany's money alone,“ she shout- 
ed to the 500 strikers in the hall. It won't 
do the strike any good. Nothing good ever 
came out of Tammany Hall. The money that 
comes out of there is a bribe. I hope the 
union officials won't accept it.” 

Her words were greeted with applause, and 
when the speaker announced her willingness 
to go out and collect $5,000 herself rather 
than have the union keep the money the 
cheers were redoubled. 

President Small probably will go to New 
York today in order to address a mass- 
meeting in that city tomorrow, and he will 
look into the Tammany corttribution. 

An official of the union said in the evening 
regarding the acceptance of money donations 
from outside sources: 

The union has never laid down any rule 

oncerning contributions of this sort. Our 

im has been to get the money wherever we 
could. I think the majority of the officials 
will not raise questions as to the ‘ tainted- 
ness’ of Mr. Murphy's donation, but will 
accept it and use it in a good cause and thus 
remove the ‘taint’ if there is any clinging 
to it.“ 

Union Boasts of Gains. 

The strike situation otherwise remained 
practically at a standstill. The union leaders 
boasted that they had made some gains, while 
the telegraph company managers seemed 
satisfied with conditions. According to Chair- 
man E. M. Moore of the local éxecutive board 
seventeen more operatdrs left the Western 
Union and Postal offices during the day. The 
statement that there had been any desertions 
was denied firmly at the offices of both com- 
panies. 

Our Pacific coast business is just about 
double what it was before the strike,“ said 
Supt. W. I. Capen of the Postal company. 
We have plenty of operators, but not 
enough wires to handle the business.“ ! 

About the only change in the strike was 
the return to work of the operators formerly 
employed by the brokerage firms of Sidney C. 
Love & Co. and Shearson, Hammill & Co. It 
was said at union headquarters that the de- 
mands of the strikers had been granted and 
satisfactory contracts had been entered into 
with the concerns. About ten operators went 
back. 

Some trouble on the Canadian wires was 
threatened in the afternoon when President 
Small received a message from Winnipeg 
that attempts were being made to send com- 
mercial telegrams through Canada to Ameri- 
can points. Mr. Small wired back instruc- 
tions to the operators to refuse to handle 
such messages. He said at night the dispute 
had not been settled and a strike might occur 
in Canada. 


Big Public Meeting Planned. 

President Small worked on a plan which 
he has for holding a big public massmeet- 
ing in the Coliseum or some other big hall. 
The idea is to invite board of trade brokers, 
business men, and the general public to the 
meeting and give them the union’s story 
about the strike. 

President Small said President H. N. Sager 
and other officials of the board of trade 
probably would be invited to attend the 
meeting. Mr. Sager said last night he did 
not know whether he would go or not. He 
said he would decide when he received the 
invitation. | 

The massmeeting will not be held, in any 
event, until President Small returns from 
New York. He expects to be back next 
Wednesday. 


“OPS” MAY TIE UP LONG ISLAND. 


Two Hundred Railroad Telegraphers 
Demand Higher Wages and Threat- 
en to Strike if Refused. 


New York, Aug. 23.—[Speciah ]—With every 
office throughout the entire length of Long 
Island well organized, the 200 telegraphersin 
the employ of the Long Island railroad com- 
pany have been standing pat for several days 
on a demand for an increase in pay and 
shorter hours. The demand is now in the 
hands of James A.McCrea, vice president and 
general manager of that road. It is under- 
stood that the time limit set on the proposal 
made by the operators will expire on Wednes- 
day of next week. 

Should an adverse decision be reached by 
Mr. McCrea between now and that date it is 
said that an understood signal flashed over 
the wires will have ‘the effect of tying up 
every telegraph office on the entire island, 
which will probably bring traffic on the rall- 
road to a dead stop.

phatically the president never decided a for- 
eign question until he had consulted with the 
premier of his cabinet. Indeed, this con- 
sultation is-said to have been carried to a 
point where he would telephone to Secre- 
tary Root’s home and invite him to the White 
house at a time when Mr. Root had lain 
down to take a little rest. 5 


Has Realized His Ambition. 

Secretary Root has not been entirely well 
for some years. He is of a high strung, nerv- 
ous temperament, a tremendous worker, and 
apparently is unable to transfer his brain 
from business to play. The president re- 
celved his resignation as secretary of war 
some years ago With keen regret, and Mr. 
Root hated to go. Mrs. Root, however, was 
insistent and she prevailed. 

It was an open secret at that time that Mr. 
Root was ambitious to be head of the cabinet. 
He had had a foretaste of foreign affairs dur- 
ing the boxer revolt in China in 1900, when 
the illness of Secretary Hay necessitated the 
consideration by another member of the cab- 
inet of the world questions arising out of that 
struggle.. Secretary Root also served as head 
of the American commission which, in con- 
junction with the Anglo-Canadfan commis- 
sion, settled the Alaskan boundary dispute. 
So when Mr. Hay died and Mr.. Root accom- 
panied the president to the funeral of the 
distinguished secretary in Ohio it was gener- 
ally expected the vacancy would be offered 
to the New York statesman: ~ 

Mr. Root remarked at the time his wife 


to the penitentiary than that he had returned 
to government service. President Roosevelt 
put the appointment to bim in such a way, 
however, that his fine sense of public duty 
compelled him to accept. 


His Work as Diplomat Important. 

Secretary Root entered the cabinet deter- 
mined, if possible, to free the American 
bemisphere from complications. His experi- 
ence with Cuba, Porto Rico, and the Philip- 
pines convinced him that the United States 
had treated the Latin Americans without 
that consideration which people of their 
blood demanded, When he proposed his 
trip around South America the president was 
celighted—first because of its effect upon 
Pan-American relations, and second in the 
belief that Secretary Root would derive per- 
sonal benefit from the sea voyage. 

It was unfortunate the situation in Cuba 
necessitated American occupation as the 
secretary's trip was closing, for the reason 
that he had been proclaiming the United 
States had no desi for and would not 
take g single inch of Latin American soil. 
Secretary Root’s word was vindicated, how- |. 
ever, by the declaration made by Secretary 
Taft that the United States would withdraw 
from Cuba as soon as a stable government 
could be inaugurated. 

“The settlement of the question with Can- 
ada also had been a subject of intimate con- 
cern to Sectetary Root. The part he played 
in arranging the Alaskan boundary dispute 
fired him with ambition to dispose of all mat- 
ters in controversy between the United States 
and the dominion. With the assistance of 
Ambassador Reid, he recently secured the 
consent of the British government to the 
reference of the Newfoundland fisheries to 
The Hague for arbitration. There are six- 
teen different disputes to be adjusted, and 
the Newfoundland fisheries and reciprocity 
have been stumbling blocks in the way ofa 
general settlement. With the former matter 
arranged, it is possible reciprocity will be 
shelved and the state department actively 
will press the other questions to a conclu- 


sion. 


Health Undermined by Overwork. 
Since the secretary’s return from his south- 
ern trip his health has not been satisfactory. 
Prior to his departure for South America he 
would remain at his office until 7 and 8 o’clock 
at night. Mrs. Root finally induced him to 
follow Secretary Hay’s practice of reaching 
his desk at 9 o’clock and returr@ng home at 1. 
Frequently Secretary Root would attempt to 
remain beyond that hour, but his gentle wife 
either would come for him or keep the tele- 
phone busy until he departed. ‘ 

When he left Washington some weeks ago 
the secretary gave instructions he was not to 
be bothered by anything but matters of the 
greatest importance. Instead, it is said ques- 
tions capable of easy settlement here were 
referred to him. 

Diplomats in Washington, particularly the 
South American contingent, to whom the sec- 
retary especially has endeared himself, have 
been making anxious inquiries today as to his 
condition. Pan-Americans have never had a 
man in the department who treated them 
with such tact and distinguished considera- 
tion, and they have shown their appreciation 
in a variety of ways. 

That part of Washington which has to re- 
main by the asphalt heated streets joins with 
the diplomats in regretting the secretary’s 
need for sanitarium treatment and hope he 
will be sufficiently recovered to make his trip 
to Mexico the last of next month and to re- 
main in the cabinet until the close of the 
present administration.

The therchante Rave asked for the post- 
ponemekt of all this until the completion of 
the Dearborn street bridge. Chief Shippy 
has taken it under consideration. Personally 
he’d prefer to start the improvement with- 
out delay. 


Chief Explains Loop Plan. 
Tou see,“ said the chief, “ every morning 
all the intersecting streets from State to 
Fifth avenue are crowded with teams wait- 
ing their turn to get into the market street. 
In South Water street these teams move 
about as they please, in every direction. 
There is no system about it. The drivers 
wait for an opening and they haven't any 
regard for other teamsters or the general 
public. 

„My idea is to have a series of loops, one 
at each block, and to keep the teams moving 
always in the same direction. A loop at 
State street around to Dearborn, south to 
Lake street. Another in Clark street, and 
so on. 

“ Most of this traffic is a pick up business. 
A @river will have occasion to stop at sev- 
eral commission houses. Under the present 
system if he can’t find an opening, he'll wait 
until he can. My plan will contemplate his 
proceeding westward if he can find no open- 
ing, and after making the circuit of the loop 
return to the place: where he wishes to pick 


up a load.” 
Merchants Ask for Time. 
This plan looked practical to some of the 
merchants. Others objectedtoit. Theysaid 
that with the completion of the Dearborn 
street bridge another loop could be formed 
on the north side, extending around by way 
of Kinzie street. The bridge would be com- 
pleted in another two months. Wouldn't it 
be well to wait until then? 
„u think it over,“ replica the chief, but 
I'd like to relieve the congestion now, during 
the summer months.” | 
It was explained to the chief that the 
purchasers of eggs and other produce, if 
subjected to unne cessary delay, might com- 
plain that prices had advanced while they 
were going round the loops. Chief Shippy 
admitted there might be et in that. 
“J think you'll find, though,” said he, 
“that with thirty trained ‘policemen, three 
or four stationed in each block, keeping the 
teams moving, there wili nat be much delay 
and you will be gainers by it“

and talk the project over Before the chief 
puts it into effect.

But he has been called Peter Pan 
for three weeks, and that is long enough for 
any small boy of 5 to forget such other names 
as he may have had. ‘ 

Peter—or Frankie, that used to be his name 
—has been at the hospital with his sister 
Louisa sinc@ the day when the Chicago po- 
lice broke down the barricaded door of his 
home over on the northwest side somewhere 
and found him and his sister at the point of 
starvation and locked in with an insane 
father and mother. 

That was a grim experience, and Louisa, 
who is 10, broods over it now and then when 
her hands are not occupied, but Peter— 
Frankie—forgot all about it the moment he 
reached the hospital. He saw the grassy 
lawn sloping down to the bank of the Fox 
river and the funny white tents and the big 
trees, and His eyes grew round with wonder. 
Then he saw a red cow making her way 
among the trees and his heart was won. 


Bliss! Peter Pan Finds Stump. 

But the particular joy of Algonquin for 
Frafikie was not discovered until after he 
had been at the hospital several days and 
was beginning to get round cheeked and 
robust. One day he found a big oak tree 
near the dining tent with a sort of stump 
which formed a natural pedestal. From 
that day he has spent his time—as much of it 
as Miss Copeland, the head nurse, wil! allow— 
on the pedestal, assuming grotesque poses, 
delivering political speeches as he has seen 
them delivered by political leaders of the 
northwest side, and imitating the calls of 
the birds and animals with whom he has 
become acquainted during his stay in the 
country.

| “I am convinced electrification must 
come,” said the mayor before he left, and 
the sooner we prepare for it the better.

Wilgus is a man of well known reputation, 
and my plan is to have him come to Chicago, 
investigate conditions here, and draw up a 
plan or report as to the best method of doing 
the work. I believe the roads would accept 
a plan he drafts.’’

They are accused of sending out 
campaign literature, more especially notices 
ot a meeting of democratic precinct captains 
to be held at 615 Forty-third street in the 
Sixth ward last evening, and of doing the 
work during office hours. 
for Charter Fight. 

The meeting was held to organize for the, 
charter fight the democratic workers of the 
ward, which is the home of William L. 
O'Connell, chairman of the democratic coun- 
ty committee, and former commissioner of 
public works. Leddy and Beck owe their 
jobs in the city hall to O’Connell. 

Both were questioned by Chief Shippy and 
President Lower of the civil service com- 
mission.

Amendment to Court Act. 
An amendment to the Municipal court act 
ig to be voted on Sept. 17 as well as the new 
charter. It was passed by the last legisla- 
ture, but must be ratified by the popular vote. 
It is not thought there will be any objection 
to it, however, as it has been indorsed by 
both Chief Justice Olson and Hiram T. Gil- 
bert, who was the democratic candidaté 
against Mr. Olson and drew the original act. 
The amendment provides for: 
A bureau of information at which any law- 
yer or litigant can get free knowledge as to 
cases they are interested in. 
Power in the judges to fill any vacancy 
among clerks or bailiffs and to reinstate any 
clerk or bailiff removed by his chief. 
Power in the court to allow bail in any 
criminal case, outside of a capital one, pend- 
ing the determination of a writ of error. 
Power in the city council to fix the pay of 
judges of the court, the limitation being that 
it shall not exceed that of Circuit or Superior 
court judges. 
That no advance costs shall be required of 
the city or any local municipality in quasi- 
criminal cases. All costs collected to be paid 
to the city monthly instead of weekly.

A GOOD BEGINNING. 
A number of “undesirable citizens ”

There have been chiefs of police in the 
past who have made brave declarations of 
their intention to wage deadly war of 
crime and criminals.

ment program. It waits to see if the 
pleasing program is carried out before it 
begins to applaud.

up a few of the known criminals who 
have made Chicago their stamping ground. 
But for every one they arrested the other 
night there are hundreds at large. It will 
| take the untiring labor of weeks to round 
them up and put them where they can 
do the community no harm. 

If there is any slackening in the work 
of scouring the slums for the men Who 
liye by theft, robbery, and burglary the 
publie will add Chief Shippy's name to the 
long list of police department bluffers. 
All good citizens hope sincerely that he 
will go on as he has begun. But if he, 
too, shall prove to be a man of big words 
‘there is comfort in the 
reflection that there are some straight 
shooting patrolmen who are doing much to 


discourage the holdup men. That indus- 
try will not be so popular when the men 


who live by it learn that there are police- 
men who can hit a ‘living target and do 
not hesitate to do it. 


THE POLICE AND THE LAW. 
. If Chief Shippy intends to reform the 
administration of his department he will 
have to take more drastic measures than 
During Mayor Dunne’s 
term of office Chicago became a haven for 
vagrants and criminals, the gambling fra- 
ternity renewed their activity, and the 
levees became a public and offensive 
nuisance. 
The chief says he is going to drive the 
criminals out of town; that there shall be 
no public gambling; and that saloons shall 
not harbor women. If he wants to carry 
out his policies promptly, efficiently, and 
without discrimination he must make his 
subordinates obey orders. They do not do 
so now. If he is unwilling or unable to 
remove the disobedient from the force he 
ean transfer them from the districts in 
which they are now stationed. 

A general shift of inspectors would 
probably result in 5 enforcement of 
law. 


ELECTRIFY THE LINES. 

After weeks of deep arid silent ‘thought 
the mayor's special smoke commission has 
hit on a great truth. It is that in cam; 
paign against the smoke nuisance the 
railroads should be attacked first. This is 
true, but not new. For years Tue TRIBUNE 
has been telling the city officials that they 
would have to begin with the steam loco- 
motives, which are the chief offenders. 
If they had acted on that advice this 
would now be a cleaner city. 

Tue TRIBUNE has also pointed out that 
the only effective way to prevent locomo- 
tive smoke is to make the railroads sub- 
stitute electrie for steam power. 
special commission has come to the same 
conelusion, and Mayor Busse has gone to 
New York City, where the steam loco- 
motive has been discarded, to get infor- 
mation that will be useful here. 

It is not so much information that is 
needed as it is determination. If the 
mayor and the council stick to it that the 
Chicago railroads must electrify. their lines 
in order to put a stop to their intolerable 
smoke nuisance they will get all the prac- 
tical information as to how it should be 
done that will be needed. Probably some 
of them have the information now and 
could electrify their lines without diffi- 
culty if they saw fit. 

It is to be hoped that Mayor Busse will 
return from his trip with a firm resolve 
that the steam locomotive must go. If he 
does there will be a subject for him to 
discuss in a message to the council when 
it reassembles next month. Even with 
favorable conditions it will take some time 
‘to substitute electricity for steam. There- 
fore, the mayor ought to begin aggressive 
measures as soon as he gets back. 


THE ARTISTIC J APANESE SPY. 

The malevolent and darkly inquisitive 
Japanese spy is on his travels. Like the 
sprightly, winged Puck, he seems intent 
to “put a girdle round about the earth in 
forty minutes.” A few weeks ago he was 
in California. A few days ago he was 
inspecting fortifications near Atlanta, pre- 
sumably on his way to the sea, though 
why the Japanese should contemplate 
anything more serious than a peaceful 
march through Georgia has not been de- 
veloped at any recent love Sonat in San 
Francisco or Tokio. 

A day or two later he was 8 
at Rostoff - on- the- Don, in Russia, his 
pockets bulging out with plans of fortifi- 
cations and his cunning mind stored with 
military secrets of appalling significance. 
The fact that the spy and his companions 
posed as members of a harmless acrobatic 
troupe, with no less honorable purpose 
than to amuse the honest inhabitants of 
Rostoff-on-the-Don, was not permitted to 
interfere with the sage conclusions of the 
Russian military authorities. 

Developments of the year tend to show 
that no country is safe from the unfriend- 
ly visits of the Japanese. Exactly why a 
wandering Jap cannot see a fortification 
or an embankment or an approach to a 
city without an irresistible 
sketch it is bewildering to ordinary intel- 
ligence. The Japanese are an artistic

It 
is pitiable indeed to see art so prostituted 
to the nefarious and ignoble purposes of 
the spy. 


AMERICAN COUNTRY ROADS. 

The recent Glidden automobile tour 
from Cleveland to New York by way of 
Chicago was planned primarily to test the 
qualities. of various makes of machines 
so far as touring purposes are concerned. 
In general the results were satisfactory, 
few changes in_construction being deemed 
necessary. Some improvements were sug- 
gested by the experiences of the drivers 
during the 1,600 mile journey. But, on 
the whole, it was shown that there need 


American automobiles to make them en- 
tirely satisfactory for touring purposes. 
There was another conviction forced 
upon the participants. The average 
American country road is poorly con- 
structed. For long stretches the going 
was so wretched that all the pleasure con- 
nected with the trip was soon gone. An 
English enthusiast who was in one of the 
cars, and who has covered many miles tour- 
ing here and there, declared that from 
Cleveland to Chicago, and then back to Co- 
lumbus, there was hardly any good road 
found, except for short distances in In- 
diana. Where there was a good roadbed 
the joy in riding upon it was modified by 
the unhappiness of the experiences before 
and . after. 

A notable difference in the method of 
construction of western roads was ob- 
served by those who are familiar with the 
highways in the neighborhood of New 
Tork. The usual custom in the western 
country in making roads is to scrape the 
available material into the center of the 
right of way, the path for the horse being 
higher than the track for the wheels. In 
many places it is difficult to pass without 
a risk of overturning. In the case of.the 
automobile-+there is the ever present dan - 
ger of slipping into the ditch. 

Another kind of road provides for no 
drainage at all, the track being lower 
than the adjoining fields. In dry weather 
such a level road may ve advantages. 
But when a severe rain was experienced 
the motor tourists found it necessary to 
make their way through water. 

The general testimony was against the 
average highway, and the increasing com: 
pany of tourists by automobile are plan- 
ning to add their influence to that of other 
advocates of good roads in trying to im- 
prove conditions, ‘The knowledge that the 
country roads in America are poor of 
course is nothing new. People have been 
considering the problem» for years. The 
roads are far better now than they were 
a few years ago. There has been steady 
improvement. But there is a long way 
yet to be traversed before conditions are 
anywhere near ideal.

Mediterranean, and also of Egypt and of the 
Soudan. 

That the duke should be invested with the 
supreme military and sovereign command of 
such fortresses as Gibraltar and Malta is 
perfectly normal, and would have excited no 
particular attention, There would not have 
been even any cause for undue comment if 
he/had been nominated to the supreme com- 
mand of the British troops and military offi- 
cers in Egypt and the Soudan. But what has 
created a sensation is the fact that he should 
have been appointed high commissioner for 
Egypt and the Soudan. 

A high commissioner is a man who holds 
his commission direct from the sovereign, 
who represents him with all the prestige and 
the powers of a viceroy, and, as such, exer- 
elset supreme sovereign authority. Now it 
ig difficult to see what need there would 
have been for a British high commissioner in 
Egypt and in the Soudan, unless a crisis were 
at hand Im the land of the Nile, and the duke’s 
appointment as high commissioner is regard- 
ed by many as 0 W. the deposition ot the 
khedive. 

The latter has * more and more diffi- 
cult to manage, more and more antagonistic 
to the English, and the solemn warning 
which Lord Cromer publicly addressed last 
May to the khedive in his farewell speech at 
the opera house at Cairo, to an audience 
which included all the Egyptian ministers 
and principal dignitaries, has remained with- 
out any effect. 

As I pointed out at the time in these latters, 
Lord Cromer would never have gone to the 
length of thus publicly censuring the khedive 
by what he said, and also by what he left 
unsaid, if the situation had not then been 
extremely serious. It has not improved 
since. It has become worse. England, to 
whom the safety of her route to India is of 
vital consideration, cannot afford to have it 
imperiled by another intrigue such as that 
which two years ago almost led to war be- 
tween her and Turkey on the subject of the 
Sian! peninsula, and for which the khedive’s 
disloyalty to England was to a great extent 
responsible. 

He has pretty well reached the end of his 
tether, and there would be no necessity or 
cause for the appointment of the duke of 
Connaught to be high commissioner of Egypt 
unless England's authority there were about 
to be increased by the removal from the 
throne of the khedive and the probable 
proclamation of his LUttle boy as his suc- 
cessor, ender English tutelage during his 
minority. 

— 

Prince Ferdinand of Bulgaria, at the in- 
stance, it is said, of Emperor Francis Joseph, 
has renounced his intention of signalizing the 
twentieth anniversary of his accession to the 
throne by fhe assumption of the title of king. 

Francis Joseph fears that it would have the 
effect of envenoming the already trouble- 
some situation in the Balkans at the present 
juncture, and Ferdinand is stated to have 
yielded to his advice. By way of recognition 
of Ferdinands deference to his views, the 
old emperor, who until a few months ago 
declined to have anything whatsoever to do 
with him, and who refused to admit him to 
hig court, not only invited him to spend the 
dax and dine with him at Ischl a fortnight 
ago but actually went to the length of con- 
ferring upon him the colonelcy of the Elev- 
enth Hussar regiment, in which he, Ferdi- 
nand, was serving as lieutenant at the time 
when he accepted the crown of Bulgaria in 
1887. 

This may be said to complete the recon- 
ciliation between Francis Joseph and Ferdi- 
hand, and has afforded the latter, who was 
born and educated in Austria, the keenest 
gratification. True, he has already been for 
some years the honorary colonel of a Rus- 
sian infantry regiment, but an appointment 
to the command of the old Austrian regiment 
in which he received his military training, is 
a thing that touches him much more nearly. 

The only contretemps on his recent visit to 
the emperor at Ischl was the loss of one of 
the two ridiculous little dachshunds which 
accompany him everywhere, and whose short 
legs and waddling gait have so much in com- 
mon with his own.

It is difficult to know what the cable dis- 
patches of last Sunday mean by announcing 
that an English royal palace—namely: the 
old palace of Richmond—is for rent, and that 
it is where Edward III. and Henry VII. died, 
and where much of the building was done by 
Geoffrey. Chaucer. For the old royal manor 
house of Sheen, subsequently known as the 
palace of Richmond, which was occupied by 
King Edward I., and where Edward III. died, 
and Henry V. resided, was burned down in 
the latter portion of the fifteenth century and 
was rebuilt by King Henry VII., who wasthe 
first to give it the name of Richmond palace, 
Henry VIII. lent it to Cardinal Wolsey after 
the latter had presented him with his palace 


, at Hampton court, and on that prelate’s 


death placed it at the disposal of his daugh- 
ters. 

Queen Mary, surnamed the bloody.“ 
spent her honeymoon there with King Philip 
of Spain, and her sister, Queen Elizabeth, 
died in the long, low room over the gateway, 
still adorned with the Tudor arms and cipher, 
which, with a small remnant of the wing 
known as the Trumpeting house,“ Is about 
the only vestige left of the old palace. 

James I. settled it on his son Henry, prince 
of Wales, and it was Charles L who sur- 
rounded that portion of the environing forest 
now known as Richmond park, nearly 8,000 
acres in extent, with a wall some twelve or 
fourteen miles long. 

After the execution of the the king, parlia- 
ment presented the park to the citizens of 
London, who, however, gave it back to Charles 
II. on his restoration. The palace was sub- 
sequently used by King James II., whose son 
the old pretender, spent much of his child- 
hood there, and both William ITI. and Queen 
Anne were wont to make it their headquar- 
ters when hunting in the great park. But 
George I. and George II. had no use at all for 
the place and during their reigns all the 
palace was razed to the ground, with the 
exception of the gateway, and the few rooms 
of the wing known ag the “ Trumpeting 
house.“ 


— 

Possibly it is this that is offered for rent, 
but it is difficult to know what use any one 
could make of the relic, which offers merely 
an antiquarian interest. It is supposed to 
be haunted by the ghost of Queen Elisabeth 
and there long has been a legend in the dis- 
trict as to the existence of an immense treas- 
ure hidden away somewhere in the vaults 
below the gatehouse by that most miserly of 
English monarchs, Henry VII., and for 
which his son Henry VIII. searched without 
avail in every direction. But it would be no 
use for any one to rent the place on account 
of the treasure. For even if the lessee were, 
after spending larg sums of money in investi- 
gation, to at length discover its hiding place, 
he would be forced, under the penalty of fine 
and imprisonment, to surrender every vestige 
of it to the national treasury, by virtue of the 
law which makes the crown the owner of 
every treasure trove. 

George III. erected another royal residence 
in Richmond park, now known as White 
lodge, which is situated on the highest por- 
tion of the park, which it dominates. The 
present king lived) there prior to his mar- 
riage, and when engaged in the completion 
of his studies.

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NE hundred and sixty-four killed, 4.249 
injured—is America’s Independence 
day at this cost worth while? 

| This question is asked in the current 

| issue of the Journal of the American 

Medical Association, following its fifth an- 

nual compilation of dead and “ injured ”’ 

tables for the entire country, published today. 

The “annual slaughter,”’ as the fourth of 

July celebration is called, is dissected in all 

its horrors. The American people are be- 

rated for the indifference with which they re- 
gard the public health and the cheapness 
in Which they hold human life. The national 
holiday is put in aclass with great railroad 
disasters, plagues, and industrial accidents. 
A cause for slight satisfaction is found 
in the fact that tetanus deaths are decreas- 
ing. The lowest number of deaths from this 
cause was reached this year—seventy-three. 

Four years ago there were 466 deaths from 

tetanus. The improvement is credited to the 

general education that the public has had 
along these lines and the better methods 
of surgery adopted. 


— — 
Six More than Last Tear. 
Besides the deaths due to tetanus,“ says 
the Journal editorially, ‘“‘ there were 102 per- 
sons who lost their lives this year because of 
the present idiotic method of celebrating the 
fourth of July. The total number of deaths 
this year, therefore, including tetanus, was 
164, or 6 more than last year. The annual 
slaughter still continues, although tetanus 
is becoming a less potent factor. Of the 
102 deaths aside from tetanus, gunshot 
wounds caused 20, giant crackers caused 13, 
and 18 deaths were due to-vexplosions of 
powder, torpedoes, and dynamite. Ten deaths 
were due to falls or runaways caused by 
firecrackers. One person was drowned be- 
cause a practical joker threw a giant 
‘cracker into a boat crowded with young peo- 
le. 

2 The extremity of tolerance is reached, 
however, when we know that 31 persons were 
burned to death, the majority of these being 
young girls and children whose dresses so 
easily catch fire. One hundred and sixty- 
four lives were sacrificed, therefore, in the 
celebration of our a s independence! 


Doctors Alert, “Public Heedless. 

The official organ of the medical profes- 
sion goes on to say: 

It would seem from these statistics that 
the medical profession has learned its lesson 
and done its part, but that the public does not 
care enough about the matter to insist on its 
‘own protection. Every municipality has laws 
‘prohibiting the use of firearms and large can- 
non crackers, but in compliance with popu- 
lar sentiment they remain unenforced. Here 
and there some active body of citizens or 
some alert public official hag insisted on the 
‘enforcement of the statutes, with the result 
of sécuring safety and comparative peace for 
the community, but more frequently the laws 
have been honored solely in the breach. 
„We must clase this public indifference 


‘ness of human life in our country, which 
permits us to shock the civilized world with 
our frightful figures of fatalities in railroad 


with those other manifestations of the cheap-- 


wrecks and in industrial accidents, not to 
mention our peaceful submission to uni- 


versally epidemic typhoid, hydrophobia, and 


other preventable diseases. Possibly these 


things are the results of overestimation of 
the importance of personal liberty ” and 


fear of governmental paternalism inherent in 
us; we leave that question to the sociologist, 
while we maintain that the attitude of every 
medical society and of every medical man 
should be that of active insistance that every 
law passed for the preservation and improve- 
ment of health must be enforced. There re- 
mains a great deal that can be done by local 
medical societies In this regard, and that 
much can be done for the improvement of the 
conditions on the fourth is shown by what 
has been accomplished in some communi- 
tles.“ 

Special tetanus tables are given, showing 
that cases of this occurred in twenty-three 
states, or in two less than last year, but in the 
same number of states as in 1905. Illinois had 
the largest number this year, 12 cases being 
reported. New Jersey comes next with 8 
cases, Pennsylvania third with 7, and Ohio 
fourth with 6. Nine states have more cases 
this year than last, and six states have the 
same number as last year.

Plank Cartridges Most Deadly. 
The Journal continues its review of the 


casualties, as follows: 


Blank cartridges are still responsible for 
the great majority of cases, 52 or 71 per cent 
of all cases this year being due to that cause, 
as compared with 60 percent last year. Giant 
crackers caused only eight cases this year, 
compared with seventeen last year, and toy 
cannon caused six cases this year, where 
they only caused one case last year. Table 
8 gives a comparison of the causes of tetanus 
cases for the five years.

Besides the cases of lockjaw due directly 
to fourth of July injuries, an unusually large 
number of other cases were reported this 
year, these being due to penetrating wounds 
from nails or splinters and to crushing in- 
juries.. There were ninety-four such cases 
reported this year as compared with sixty 
last year and thirty-two in 1905. Notwith- 
standing the increase in the number of these 
cases, the number from fourth of July in- 
juries has decreased. This would seem to 
indicate that fourth of july injuries may have 
been better attended to than other in- 
juries. The next thought would naturally 
be that all penetrating wounds, regardless 
of their cause, should have like treatment.

Wounds in Brawls Not Included. 

As heretofore, all accidents not directly 
due to the discharge or handling of fire- 
works or other means of noise production 
on or about the fourth of July have been 
omitted. Accidents which occurred in regu-

COURT CUTS GAS FETTERS. 


People’s Company Can Proceed 
with Building of Tanks. 


INJUNCTION IS DISSOLVED. 


Half Million Dollars Will Now Be 
Spent; Realty Deals Reported. 


The People's Gas Light and Coke company 
can now go ahead with the construction of its 
big holding tanks in the Englewood district, 
work on which has been suspended for some 
time by reason of an injunction issued by 
Judge Tuthill in behalf of property owners in 
that immediate vicinity, 

Judge Tuthill dissolved the injunction yes- 
terday following the filing for record of 
twelve deeds running to the gas company 
which give the latter a majority frontage in 
Grove avénue, between Sixty-fourth and 
Sixty-fifth streets, and on the two latter 
streets in the block east of Grove avenue. 
Ten of the deeds were for an aggregate con- 
sideration of $33,530 and two were for nomi- 
nal considerations. We acquirement of this 
property was made necessary to prevent the 
injunction being made permanent and entail- 
ing a large loss on the company. The pro- 
posed plant is expected to cost around 
$500,000 


The Declaration of War. 

Trouble began when the city at the ro- 
quest of property owners took steps to can- 
cel the permit previously issued to the com- 
pany. for the construction of the plant. The 
company retaliated by asking Judge Honoré 
to enjoin the city from doing this, while the 
property owners asked that the company be 
enjoined from prosecuting its work on the 
ground that it was a nuisance and conflicted 
with the charter provisions regarding fron- 


tage. 

The company contended that a majority 
frontage on Sixt}-fourth street was suf- 
ficient. | 

Judge Honoré upheld the contentions of 
the company, whereupon the property own- 
ers withdrew their suit and began proceed- 
ings before Judge Tuthill, asking for an in- 
junction. A temporary Injunction was grant- 
ed, the judge holding that a majority fron- 
tage on other streets named was also necés- 
sary. 

Then the company secured the necessary 


frontage.

8 in Securities and 
Grain Disturb Confidence, 


DEMANDS STILL ARE HEAVY. 


Shipments of Currency to Move Crops 
Reduce Bank Deposits. 


In its weekly review of Chicago trade 
Dun's Review, published today by R. G. Dun 
& Co., will say: 

1 Another notable increase in the volume of 
payments through the banks testifies to sus- 
tained activity in commerce, and the defaults 
reported are remarkably low. There is, how- 
ever, evidence of heavy speculative opera- 
tions in securities and grain, and this inter- 
feres with more general confidence in the 
trade outiook. 

‘‘ Notwithstanding the drawbacks demands 
are found equaling expectations in the 
leading industries, and there is no percepti- 
ble recession in productoen and distribution. 
Heavy shipments of currency to move crops 
draw sharply upon deposits, and the discount 
rate is firm at the highest quotation thie 
year, but reserves are well maintained and 
most mercantile interests are provided with 
requirements at this time. 

Crop reports reflect geasonable headway 
in harvesting, and the condition of corn in 
Ulinols and Iowa steadily improves. 

„Frost scaree in the northwest and lack 
of telegraphic communication as to the real 
conditions caused nervous and higher mar- 
kets for breadstuffs, but dealings ruled quiet 
in provisions and live stock in the face of 
liberal offerings.

Continued Activity Indicated. 

New York, Aug. 23.—R. G. Dun & Co.’s 
weekly review of trade tomorrow will ay: 

‘Jobbing markets are well attended by in- 
terior buyers and country merchants, who 
operate with great freedom considering the 
financial stringency, which has compelled the 
postponement of much contemplated struc- 
tural work. Yet many western and southern 
cities report building operations in excess 
of last year’s, and as the harvests progress 
there is more disposition to increase prepara- 
ticns for future needs.

Judging from the tenor of the reports which 
came in yesterday from Kansas, Nebraska, 
Illinois, and Iowa, the prospects for a good 
corn grop are no better than the outlook for 
oats.

CHILD BURNS BESIDE BONFIRE; 
COMPANION BLOWS OUT FLAME 


Five Year Old Agnes Kezlin Makes 
Desperate Though Mistaken Efforts 
to Save Life of Lauretta Schael. 


Lauretta Schael, 4 years old, burned to 
death yesterday morning in spite of the 
efforts of little Agnes Kezlin, 5 years old, at 
whose home she was visiting The Kezlin 
child suffered severe burns about the hands 
and face 

Lauretta, who lived at 6461 Vincennes ave- 
nue, accompanied her mother on a visit to the 
ꝑKeslin home, 4420 Fifth avenue. The two 
children were permitted to go into the rear 
yard to play and, a few minutes later, * 
built a bonfire. Lauretta stooped over 
fire to remove a blazing ember and herd 
caught fire. 

In a moment her whole garment was in 
flames. In terror the Kezlin girl childishly 
tried to extinguish the flames by blowing 
them. 

“Don’t cry. I'll blow them out,“ she ex- 
claimed. 

While Agnes was blowing the fire Laur- 
etta’s cries attracted the attention of per- 
song in adjoining flats and the flames were 
extinguished. The child was taken to St. 
Luke's hospital, where she died. 

Little attention was paid to Agnes, because 
she had not even cried. A chance examina- 
tion, however, showed she had suffered se- 
vere burns. 

“I was trying to blow the fire out, but it 
wouldn't go,“ she cried when being cared for 
by’a physician. 
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
